At the meeting of the Mountain 
View Council held last week, it was 
decided to tnake road improvements 
under the government scheme of 
collecting arrears of taxes. Under 
this echeme the farmer who works 
on the roads receives two-thirds of 
the amount due in credit for arrears 
of municipal taxes and one third in 
treasury certificates 

The amount of the government 
grant allotted for this purpose to 
Mountain View will be $2,800 00 
which will be paid in treasury cer- 
tificates to be paid to farmers 

This will mean that 86,900.00 
will be available to be expended on 
roads in the municipality under the 
scheme 

A large percentage of the work will 
be gravelling the roads and about 
$2.000 00 has been allocated to the 
Didsbury-Vhree Hills market road, 
$2,000.00 on the Olds-frochu mar- 
ket road aud the balanee of the 
amount on side roads he Govern- 
ment also allows 20 per cent of cost 
of material to be paid from the 
grant 

he Council approved of the plan 
to build a road going three quarters 
ofa mile north of Olds on the west 
side of the railroad track. 

Vhe secretary reported having re 
ceived advice from the department 
that a new bridge would be built be- 
tween seetion 1% and 14, 27 4 0n 
the Lone Pine road south of the 
Sprages place 

The amount of relief paid during

Many farmers this year will have 
either plote or small acreages of 
some of the new varieties of wheat; in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan one of 
the new rust-resistant varieties, i.e.

Community gardens and farms on 
Indian reserves in Canada are prov- 
ing: successful both from an economic} 
and health viewpoint, according to 
the Indian Affairs Branch of the De- 
partment of Mines and 
Ottawa. By providing a 
supply of vegetables, the 
ity gardens have made possible a 
more varied diet for the Indians 
Which has resulted in a general im- 
provement in their physical condi- 
tion. 

Community gardens on the reserve. 
have also served to stimulate the in- 
‘terest of the Indians in their individ- 
ual gardens. In agency, before 
the advent of the community garden, 
3,000 Indians raised only about 2,000 
bushels of vegetables in a year. With 
the introduction of the community 
garden 4,500 bushels were produced 
in it the first year and 5,000 bushels 
of vegetables were grown in the in- 
dividual gardens of the Indians.
